Labor and the Necessaries of Life. 
The following is of interest U> e\ery- 


l)ody who is intciestcd in his country 
and its jjrospt-iitj. The estimates are by 
one who is interested in the subject he 
lias inu'stigatedaml thoioughly explodes 
the idea that the best times the labor- 
ing people had was when we had cheap 
money: 


Three jcars ago, under the auspices of 


the senate committee on finance, Col. 
Carroll I). Wright, the commissioner of 
labor, made a tliorough investigation for 
the piupose of ascertaining ttie condi- 
tion of wages and the cost of living 
among the working people of the United 
States at that period, in comparison with 
previous yeais. The wages wore taken 
from actual pay rolls and the prices of 
merchandise from actual sales, covering 
a period of fifty-two years from 1840 to 
18!)1, inclusive, and were intended to 
show both by general and specific com- 
parison the true course of wages, and 
the cost of living. 
The year I860 was taken as a standard 


because it represents more nearly than 
any other normal economic conditions, 
while 1840 and 181)1 rcpiesent the oppo- 
site extreme limit of general conditions. 
In 1840 prices were low, labor was low 
and immigrants had not begun to entoi 
the country to any extent. 
In 1891 


prices were low again, wages were high 
and immigration was at its highest tide. 


In making comparisons, prices and 


wages in 1SIK) were taken as par. What- 
ever they happened to lie they were 
quoted at 100. Starting from this point, 
it was found that in forty-five of the 
most common industries, by taking the 
actual wages, the average paid per day 
in 1840 was 87, as compared w ith 100 in 
1800; that in 18C<>, the high-tide of war 
priced, they weie lo'J, and in 1891 they 
were 100,01 almost double what was paid 
for the bame ;lalior in 1840. 
Again, 


taking the twenty-two more important 
industries, the averages were SU in 1840, 
100 in 1800, l.Vi in 1800, and 108 in 18IJ1. 


In estimating the cost of living the 


actual prices of 22,'$ articles recognized 
as the necessaries of life were taken and 
an average icached by the smic method, 
taking the cost in 1800 as the standard 
of comparison. It was found that the 
average for 1840 was 97; in 1800 it was 
100; 111 1800 it was 187, and in 1891 it 
was IU. That is to say, whatever cost 
bl in 1800 cost 94 cents in 189]. The 
conclusion, therefore, was clear and pos- 
tive tnat while the cost of living is to 
day .'3 per cent lower than it was in 1840 
t 10 average price of labor is 80 per cent 
higher. 


For example, the journeyman carpen- 


ter received £1.50 a day m J840; in 1860 
he received 82 a day; in 18GG, &3.50, and 
in 1891, St.DO. In 1891 he worked eight 
hours a day; in the previous years he 
worked ten and twelve hours. His earn- 
ings these years were §9, $12, $21 and 821 
a week. At the same time his cost of 
living was 810.22 per week in 1840, 
810.73 in 1800, 821.00 in 18G6 and 812.17 
in 1891. In 1840, after paying his ex- 
penses for the week he would have been 
in debt 81.22; in 1800 he would have had 
81.27 left of his weekly wages; in I860 he 
would have been in debt 60 cents, while 
in!891, according to Mr. Wright's figures, 
he would have 88.&1 to spare. 
In 1840 


he paid 12 cents a yard for his calico; in 
1800 21 cents and in 1891 6 cents, for the 
same quality and material. 


Don't Monkey With Uncle Sam. 
"Don't monkey with Uncle Sam" is a 


bit of advice that a great many people 
ought to paste in their hats. The real 
Uncle Sam is the embodiment of pure 
American patriotism, which rises above 
all parties. He never wants an office 
and is under obligation to no single in- 
dividual, be he high or low. He only 
deals with the rights of all the people, 
and no faction of men, no matter how 
righteous they may have made them- 
selves believe their cause to be, can 
safely monkey with Uncle Sam.

that it is not healthy to monkey with 
Uncle Sam. 
History Feebly Bepeating Itself. 


.Boston Globe: The "Coxey idea," is, 


in fact, an incoherent and rather absurd 
imitation of the great chartist scheme 
to surround the houses of parliament 
with 150,000 men, and in their presence 
present a petition to parliament which 
was to weigh five tons and contain 
5,000,000 names. The date appointed 
upon which to besiege parliament was 
April 10, 1848. But while the right of 
petition and assembly had long before 
been guaranteed in England, the gov- 
ernment took substantially the same 
view that is embodied in the proclama- 
tion of the commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, and no less a personage 
than the great Duke of Wellington was 
gi\en charge of the defense of London, 
assisted by 170,000 special constables.

Gen. K»lly Must Now Look Out for His 


Army Without Assistance. 


DBS MOIXKS, la., May 5.—Gen. Kelly 


IK now upon his own resources, but 
tie does not appear to be jliseourasred. 
On the contrary, he looked particu- 
larly bright and contented yesterday 
afternoon.

Kelly said that the army would

"Eight hundred of them \vill go 


where I go, on foot or any other way. 
I cannot vouch for the other 000." 


The men generally declare that they 


do not want to walk, and some say 
they will not. The building they are 
in suits them and they are not afraid 
of starving. 


It looks as if the army will go to 


pieces right here, the men dropping 
out in squads and beating their way 
through the country'. Gen. Kelly is a 
good manager of men, but to keep 
this army waiting for a train which 
their good sense tells them can never 
come, with the footl supply continu- 
ally running short, would require su- 
perhuman skill.

Kelly was very much gratified 


by the following, contained in a letter 
from Mayor George 1'. liemis of Otna- 
ha: "Do not be discoursed by the at- 
tempts to disrupt your forces.

Rscfiivo a Hearty Welcome at Hobart, 


Ind.—Arrest of & Saloonln'op'r. 


HIIHART, Ind., Jlay 5.—Gen. Rau- 


dall's Commonweal army readied this 
town yesterday afternoon, and wont 
into camp at Melin's brickyard, on the 
banks of the Deep river. The general 
preceded the aggregation, accompan- 
ied by an orderly, arriving at K::;o yes- 
terday morning. He was met by an 
old friend, Dr. Allen, a dentist, to 
whose residence the commander was 
taken. Dr. Allen is a sympathizer 
with the Commonweal movement, and 
gave the Commonweal leader a good 
breakfast. 
The people of the town 


collected ?00, 500 loaves of bread, 500 
pounds of meat, and a bountiful supply 
of coffee, which was held in readiness 
for the army. 


At a o'clock the rank and file marched 


into town, and after pitching camp 
pickets were established. 


Subsequent to an hour's wait the 


commissary doled out the rations pro- 
vided. The afternoon was spent in a 
quiet manner many of the men bath- 
ing and fishing. The men are housed 
in the tile sheds and are safe from the 
effects of inclement weather. 


Last night Gen. Randall addressed 


an audience of 000 from the steps of 
the Hobart house. To-day, about 9 
o'clock, the march will be resumed to 
Flint lake. 


A committee of citizens from Calpar- 


qniso came to llobart yesterday after- 
noon and presented the ultimatum of 
that town, which was next on the line 
of March. The army will reach La 
Porte next Tuesday. 


Jeff Trievess, a saloonkeeper, was

RIOT AT SCOTTDALE. 


A Bloody Battle at the Painter 


Coke Works 


BETWEEN DEPUTIES AND STRIKERS 


Two of the Defenders Probably Fatally 


Injured, and at Least a Score of 


the 
Rioters Shot Down 
with Winchesters. 


.E, Pa., May 5.—A riot 


at the 1'amter works, near Seottdale, 
resulted irfthe wounding of ten strik- 
ers aptf serious injurv to Supt. White 
and,^E, I!. Roddy, the bookkeeper of the 


Impany. White and Roddy were ter- 


ribly beaten by the mob and botli may 
die. 


The plant started «p at 3 o'clock 


with about one-half of the complement 
of men. Two hours later the strikers 
began to assemble near the works. 
Some of the men became frightened 
and went home, but most of them re- 
mained. 


About 0 o'clock a committee was 


sent into the mine to request the men 
to come out, and, upon their refusal, 
the mob, headed b\ a score or more of 
women, attacked the plant. 


Roddy, assisted bv a dozen depu- 


ties, stood guard, and when the mob 
came up with a rush. White fired point 
blank into their ranks 
A Hungarian 


woman fell with a bullet in her thijrh. 


Maddened by this, the mob, which 


numbered a couple of hundred, closed 
in on the deputies, who, driven into 
close quarters, and blinded by the 
shower of missiles, were unable ta u&e 
their Winchesters. 


After emptying their revolvers, they 


f)ediand|the mob surrounded White and 
Roddy 
A burly Hungarian attacked 


the latter with a hatchet, 
felling- 


him to the ground and was about 
to deal the deathblow when James 
Tarr knocked the 
Flunprarian down 


withac'nb. 
White was dragged into 


the engine house to escape the fury of 
the ttrikers 
liv this time the depu- 


ties rallied and three volleys wore fired 
in quick succession, forcing the mob to 
retreat over the bill in utter rout. 


A number of strikers were carried 


from the battlefield, and it is believed 
they were killed 
Dr. W. II. Cole, the 


company physician, states that fifteen 
strikers went down 
in the 
three 


charges. These men and one woman 
were carried off the ground 
after 


the first charge, and when the mob 
finally retreated they bore away at 
least ten more 
Three of them were 


left near the works. One of them was 
shot 
through the 
thigh, 
another 


through both legs, and the third had 
& bad wound in the groin.

AN ALAUMING SITUATION. 


Striking Cokeri Assembling Bent Upon
